By tho President of the United 
States of America, a proclamation: 

To the people of tho United States: 

In tho Inscrutable wisdom of Di- 
vine Providence, Warren Gamaliel 
Harding, twenty-ninth president of 
tho United States, has been taken 
from us. The nation has lost a wise 
and enlightened statesman and the 
American people a true friend and 
counselor, whose whole' public life 
was Inspired with the desire to pro- 
mote tho best Interests of the United 
States and the welfare of all its citi- 
zens. His private life was marked by 
gentleness and brotherly sympathy 
and by the charm of his personality 
ho nmde friends of all who came in 
contact with him. 

It is meet that the deep grief which 
fills tho hearts of the American peo- 
ple should find fitting' expression. 

Now, tliereforo, I, Calvin CooUdgc, 
President of the United States of 
America, do appoint Friday next, 
Aug. 10, tl\e day on which the body 



CALVIN COOLIDGE 

Calvin Coolidfie has made his ca- 
reer the public service, a career start- 
ilng with membership In the City 
Council of Xonhampton, Mass., and 
now culminating in the office of Presi- 
dent of the United Slates. 

Descended from Puritan ancestry, 
Mr. Coolidge Is a native of Plymouth, 
Vt., where his iicople now live. Ho 
grew up to farm life, but In ISDl left 
to attend Amherst College, graduat- 
! Ing with honors In 1895, and entering 
on the study of law In Northampton. 
He still maintains an ofilce there, al- 
though his practice Is carried on by 
associates. 

It was not long, however, before 
Mr. Coolidge'a bent for the public ser- 
vice a-sserloil Itself, and he won elec- 
tion to the City Council. He pro- 
gressed to the olllce of City Solicitor, 
and later Mayor, then represented his 
district first In the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth and 
then tho Senate. 

Senator Wlnthrop Murray Crane 
recognized the ability of Mr. Coolldgo 
as he rose to the presidency of the 
state Senate and tlicn to higher state 
otllcea. For three successive years, 
llllG, 1917 and 1018, he served as 
Ileulenant-govrnor, giving dlstin- 
gnlshd service in an ofilce that per- 
mits of slight distinction. In Novem- 
ber, 191S, he ran succosafully for Gov- 
ernor and was re-elected in 1919. 

As a legislator Calvin Coolidge was 
identified with the conservative group. 
He has consistently regarded the pub- 
lic service 'as a public trust. In his 
ofilclal ntterancbs he has avoided the 
sensational and tho demagogic, at tho 
same time avoiding the appearance 
of commonplnceness by discriminat- 
ing silence at times when others In 
similar position would choose to rush 
Into print. 

It was the Boston police strike of 
September, 1919, however, that lifted 
Calvin Coolidge from the realm ot

SHOP AT LAKE VILLA 
Robbers broke Into the Lake Villa 
Tire & Auto Station sometlmo Tues- 
day night and stole 35 Goodyear tires. 
The shop at Lake Villa Is owned by 
A. V. Norlon. 

The thieves gained an entrance to 
; tho garage by breaking a window In 
j tho rear of tho place. The garago was 
ransacked thoroughly. 



A movement Is on foot to place a 
unit of Tho International Linen Gin 
at or near Lake Villa. A number of 
prominent citizens went to Highland 
Park last Saturday to see the linen 
gin In operation, and to confer with 
Mr. McAdam, the Inventor of tho ma- 
chine and president of the company. 

It Is proposed to establish a flax 
ginning plant to consist of 10 Mc- 
Adam machines and one dryer, to- 
gether with a pulping plant — capacity 
30 tons of pulp — all to be housed In 
a flre-proof building. Complete plant 
to cost approximately 5200,000 — Its 

capacity from 2,000 to 4,000 acres of 
flax annually. 

The agreement with the grower la 
unusual enough to demand particular 
attention. The company proposes to 
take his entire crop unthreshed and 
retted flax at ?30.00 the ton delivered, 
the grower agreeing to plant, grow 
and cultivate yearly In proper agri- 
cultural manner a certain number of 
acres. Seed to be sown not later than 
May 30th, 85 pounds of flax seed to 
the acre — selected seed sold at cost 
by the company. 

Tho grower is to use due diligence 
and proper agricultural practice lu 
the preparation of his soil before 
planting; the crop to be farmed under 
the superintend enoy of the company, 
the cost of such superintendency to 
be borne by the company. If the crop 
requires turning or binding, It shall 
be done at the order of, and expense 
of the company. No deduction from 
the price of the crop being made on 
account of frost or freezing. All cli- 
matic damage to the crop after har- 
vesting shall be assumed by tho com- 
pany, unless the grower shall have 
failed to use due diligence to make 
delivery thereof as directed by tho 
Company. 

The McAdam machine, by replac- 
ing costly and arduous hand pro- 
cesses, produces linen spinning fibre 
cheaper than cotton or Jute. Flax to- 
day is grown in America solely for 
the seed, and thousands of tons of 
straw in Canada and the Northwest 
are burned annually, because It can 
not be plowed under. The Linen Gin 
Is therefore reclaiming from Amer- 
ica's bonfires two staple by-products- 
paper stock and spinning fibre, and ' 
it does this In thirty seconds from 
the time It enters the machine. 

John J. Flather, Professor of En- 
gineering at the University of Min- 
nesota, writes, "Since making my re- 
port on your fiax fibre machine, I 
have given a great deal of thought 
to your problem, and feel that you 
have a wonderful opportunity of 
building up a new industry, not only 
in producing a flno quality of flax 
fibre from what Is now waste, but I 
see for It great possibilities of utiliz- 
ing tho by-products. I have been meas- 
uring some of tho fibres which were 
produced on my previous tests, and 
find that the greater portion will 
average from 6 to 8 Inches, but in 
many cases these run to 12 and even 
14 inches In length. I happen to 
have *In my possession samples of 
flax fibres which I obtained In one 
of the Irish factories a few years ago 
and a comparison of these fibres with 
those made on your machine shows 
that they are practically Identical In 
diameter, which Is rather remarkable, 
considering that In the one case the 
fibre was- produced entirely by mach- 
Ino methods, whereas In the Irish 
fibre, laborious and expensive, hand 
methoils wore employed." 

It does not take much imaglnatlou 
to see that a group of coopcratlvo 
I Industries, such as an oil mill, spin- 
1 nlng mill and textile factories will 
] spring up around such a center. We 
! are Importing raw material from 
Russia and tho Argentine, whlcli can 
bo grown Just as well on our own 
acres, when there is sufilclont incen- 
tive. An acre of flax sown at Allen- 
■dale Farm, near Lake Villa, on Juno

Misleading to the Farmer

Since tho buyers of milk In the 
milk dlatrlct several years ago broke 
away from the established custom of 
buying milk on a basis of 3.5 test with 
•Ic a point added or subtracted for 
milk testing above or below 3.5, tho 
producers In tlio manufacturing dis- 
tricts have been mislead Into believ- 
ing that tliey were being paid a higher 
price for their milk than they were 
actually receiving unless the milk 
tested four percent or better. The 
facts are that the average milk pro- 
duced in the manufacturing district 
teats loss than four per cent, much of 
It below 3.S. 

The best Information available is 
that the majority of milk produced In 
the manufacturing districts testa be- 
low 3.5. To show how buying milk at 
four per cent works against the farm- 
er and In favor of the buyer: 

A certain company for tho month 
of May paid 52.25 per hundred for 
four percent milk, Gc a point up or 
down. If the producer's milk tested 
3.4, then on thia price the producer 
actually received $2.25 less 6c a point 
or six points, which would amount to 
36c. Therefore , aubtract 36c from 
32.25 to arrive at the actual price re- 
ceived by the producer for 3.4 milk, 
which was ?1.89 per hundred. 

As against thIa $1.89 the Marketing 
Company price ot $1.95 for 3.5 milk 
for May would have returned the pro- 
ducer $1.91 for 3.4 milk. In other 
worda 2c a hundred more than the 
buyer who claimed to bo paying $2.25 
was actually paying his farmers for 
3.4 milk, and yet thla particular buyer 
of milk has got many of his farmera 
fooled into thinking that that particu- 
lar company is paying more for milk 
than the Marketing Company. 

Still another Instance of a certain 
company who paid $2.25 for four per 
cent milk for May on tho direct ratio 
baals. This direct ratio method of 
paying producers for milk has got a 
lot ot tliem guessing, as many farm- 
era do not know how to figure direct 
ratio. 

Here Is what is done. The price ot 
$2.25 Is divided by four which gives a 
result of 5.625, which means that for 
every point that milk tests less than 
four per cent 5.G25 Is taken off from 
I the price," On a baals ol milk testing 
3.4 this means six points taken off, or 
33^0 to be subtracted from $2.25. 
Consequently, the buyer of milk who 
paid for milk on that liasla was actu- 
ally paying 51.91>/i for 3.4 milk. 

In the future, when pleasant talking 
field men for milk buyers come 
around and tell you that their com- 
pany la paying $2.25 or $2.40 or $2.50 
or some other kind of price based ou 



four per cent milk, do not let It mis- 
lead you. Just aak them why thoy 
do not buy tholr milk on a 3.5 test 
Do not let them fool you or mix you 
up ,with glib talk or meaningless fig- 
urea. 

There la alwaya a reason for what 
the buyers ot milk do. Never forget 
that they pay big boys In their gen- 
eral office from $10,000 to $100,000 a 
year to figure out ways and means to 
produce greater profits for their re- 
spective companies. That these men 
earn these large salaries Is'a-foregone 
conclusion, or else the companies 
would not keep them. In fact, tho big 
boys who figured out that on the av- 
erage milk bought by their respective 
companlea In manufacturing districts 
tested leas than 3.5 milk on the av- 
erage,, and then proceedofl to put In 
force tho ncw.method of buying It on 
four per cent certainly earned their 
salaries and saved their companies 
many, many hundreds^ ot thousands ot 
dollara beaidea. 

Consequently, In tho future do not 
forget that buying milk on a four per 
cent basis Is against the farmer and 
la favor of the buyer. That Is the 



first reason that it ia done, and tho 
second reaaon Is that It fools ' a lot 
ot farmers Into actually believing that 
they are getting a higher price for 
their milk than they really are., and a 
higher price than some' other pro- 
ducers who are paid In the good, old, 
straight 3.5 way. Producers should 
remember that the 3.5 basis was al- 
ways observed when tho Marketing 
company was In control of the, situa- 
tion In the manufacturing district, 
that It was only when tho Marketing 
company lost out In tho manufactur- 
ing district -that tho haala of pay- 
ment was changed by the buyers 
from 3.5 to four per cent If It waa 
right and fair then. It la right and 

fair now. 

Why was tlio change made and who 
n benefited by It? There la but one 
answer. Tho chpuge waa made by 
the buyer and madr for his benePt —

Btnto politics and * state ofllce to a 
poBltlon In the national political flr- 
mament. The Isbucb Involved In tlila 
strike attracted tlio eyes of the entire 
nation. Tho manner In which Mr. 
Coolldgo met them attracted the at- 
tention of the nation, swept him ovcr- 
■whclmlngly Into oUlce again na Gov- 
ernor, and brouglit him the nomina- 
tion for tho vIce-prcHldoncy when the 
republican party convened- in national 
convention In Chicago in 1920. 

Tho formation of a union of Boston 
policemen alllllated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor was undcsr- 
stood. Edwin U. CurtiH, tlia police 
commlBslouor, forbade, this unioniza- 
tion and enforced hiw decree by tho 
Buspenaion of ID policemen. On Sept. 
9, about three-CourtliH of tlm poiico 
force wont on .strlku. Lawiussiip.sH 
and rioting 'followed, and tlio next 
day Governor Coolldgo ciUud the 
Btate guard to police ttie city while a 
new force was being recruitud. 

For several days the Ktriko contin- 
ued, rioting gradimlly getting in bniiil, 
but in the meantime pressure w;ih 
brouglit to bear on tho governor to 
accept a comprominc position. lie re- 
fused to recede from his support of 
the police commissioner, and in a tele- 
gram to Samuel Gompcr.s, president 
of tbe American federation of l^nbor, 
Hcnt on Sept. 11, aillrmed lils Htnad 
in terms that lieenme a watchword 
asHociated with bis n;uue. 

"There is no riKlit to strike againsit 
the public safety by anyljody, any- 
where, any time," Governor CoolidKO 
declared. "I am ecnialiy determined 
to defend tlic Hoverelgnly of .Mas.sa- 
chusetts, and to maintain the autlmr- 
Ity and jurisdiction of her public oIH. 
cera where it lias been placed l)y tlie 
Constitution and laws of her people." 

In a proclamation shorliy afterward 
the governor established tlie .stala^ 
of the police strikers in no uncertain 
terms. He declared that "they staiiii 
us though tlitiy had 'never., been ap- 
pointed," iMiding: 

"Tliero is nn oliliKation, inescapable, 
no ies.H Holemn. to resint ail those who 
do not support the govurnniunt. The 
authority of tJie oommonv/ualtli can- 
not tje iuthnidnted or coerced. IL e;in- 
uot be compronilHcd. To place tlie 
maintenance of tlie public security l\\ 
tho hands of a l)0dy of men wiio bav>.' 
attempted to destroy it would be to 
llout tlie sovereignty of tlie laws the 
pooplc made. It is my duty to re.'iiKi 
any such proposal. Tiioso wiio would 
counsel It join hands with tlio^e 
wliobo acts have threatened to desiroy 
the government. There Is no middle 
ground. Every attempt to prevent the 
formation of a now police force is a 
blow at tho government, Tliat way 
treason lies. N'o man has a riyht to 
place his own ease or convenience or 
the opportunity of making money 
aljovu his duty to the stale. 

"This is the cause of all llie people. 
I call on every citizen to stand by me 
in e.\ceutlng the oath of my olllce by 
supporting the authority of tlie gov- 
ernment and realHling assaults." 

The people stood hy him, ills re- 
election to , olllce waa a triumph In 
terms of plurality and his possihill- 
tiea as timber for national political 
ofllce was enhunced. Despite repealed 
assertion by Mr. Coolidge that he was 
not a candidate for the nomination 
for the presidency, members of the 
Crane faction In the republican party 
in iMnsHachusctts went to the national 
couvention of 1920 to put Mr. CoolUlKe 
Into nomination. 

An Index to Mr. Coolldge's convic- 
tions Is found in his Inaugural ad- 
dresses as Governor of Massachusetts. 
Ills admlnlatratlon was Inlluenced by 
post-war problems and the fundamen- 
tal flnanclal policy of retrenchment 
waa a guiding factor. IIo Inaugurated 
a policy of governmental economy 
that has been carried forward.

In fact, shortly after the 
sweeping election of the republican 
candidates In 1D20, Mr. Coolidge waa 
willing to assign aa a cause for the 
verdict Oio fact that the people want- 
ed a change In administration fully 
as much as that they opposed the 
league of nations. 

On prohibition, Calvin Coolidge 
stands with tho drys. As governor he 
vetoed tho bill purporting to authorize 
the manufacture of beer containing 
2.75 per cent of alcohol, pointing out 
that problhltlon Is the law of tbe Innd. 
This stand waa consistent with hla 
ararmnllon "of law and order and Is 
summed up In the following pUBaage 
from hla address In acceptance of the 
nomination as Vice-President, when 
ho said: 

*'The observance of tho law la tho 
greatest solvent of public Ills. Men 
speak of natural rights, but I chal- 
lenge anyone to show where In nature 
any rights over existed or were recog-

Operation of the Sot 

The next and very Important point 
to consider Is that of operating tho set 
A good receiver is worth Uttlo to Its 
owner If he knows nothing about op- 
erating it Tho kind of tubes (or 
bulbs or audlons or dotoctors) to uso 
with this set aro the soft tabes, such 
OS tho double filament audlotrons, tho 
radlotrona, and Moorhead electron re- 
lay tubes. Tho last named tubo Is 
tho best, but It has a very critical 
adjustment Tho radlotron, while not 
bringing in distant signals as well, Is 
easier to operate. When working a 
Bet, always adjust tho plate voltago 
end filament rheostat carefully until 
tho sot oscillates; thla Is indicated 
when a click la heard In tho phones.

Makes an Efficient ' 

Lightning Switch 

Nowadays when many arc thinking 
of Installing radio sets, ono of the first 
questions to be solved Is the Installa- 
tion of n ground or lightning switch. 

A switch can be easily constructed 
from parts that are often thrown aside 
as useless. Tho one here described Is 
rugged, win stiuid long sonMce and re- 
quires but a small amount of time to 
make It. 

Obtain a double pole, single tlirow 
Bwltcli similar to those usud In resi- 
dences for power mains. The base Is 
not needed. Tho blades of the switch 
are Joined together to lengthen the dlR- 
tanco between tho Jaws, Two small 
pieces of copper can be placed on each 
side of the blades and drilled through, 
after which they are securely riveted, 
or tlie ends can bo welded. 

The handle Is attached to the single 
blade by Uirendlng tho machine screw 
Into the place furiiierly used to hold 
tho blade to the fiber end. Tho hlngo 
of tho switch Is secured to a strip of 
bakollte throe and one-half Inches long 
and tliree-fiuartors Inch wide. The size 
varies with the size of the switch nso<l. 
A hole Is drilled at each end of the 
strip to puss the top threaded screw 
of a spark plug coi'e. T^vo pieces of

Fig. 2 shows the method of mount- 
ing the coupler.

Dl^arded Spark Plugs May Be Used to 
Improve Standard Lightning Switch. 

bakellto or other good Insulating ma- 
terial are used to hold tho Jaws out 
from the spark plug cores, as Ehown. 
If greater Insulation Is required uso 
two cores nt each end and mount the 
Jaws In tho center. Tliroe-alrteenth 
holes arc drilled In the wood base at 
the proper points. After drilling these 
a larger drill is used to countersink the 
lower end of tho corea In tho bnso, 
which should fit snug up to the shoulder 
of tho core;. The cores are hold firmly 
to tlie base by forcing the top nut over 
the lower tip and spreading It with 
a hnmnior, after which It la passed up 
flirough tho base, cor6 and bnkcllte, 
to be Iield firmly In place by the top 
lock nut. 

If the switch Is to be placed where 
It la unprotocted from the weather a 
waterproof housing should enclose It, 
whlcli can bo mounted with wood 
screws. Porcelain dents ahould also 
tfb placed under tho base nt each end 
to keep It free from oil dampness.

Radio In Czechoslovakia, 
Ono company, "lUidloalavIa," has ob- 
tained a license for the manufacture of 
radio equipment In Czochoslovakln.
